Expect to see a lot of AM to FM Flips and a bidding war for FM frequencies wy 
across Canada in the near future, thanks to the CRTC's increase in the maximum 
number of co-owned FM stations in a Market. The limit of four stations remains, but three of them 
can now be FM. Or AM. 

Some markets have no available FM frequencies for a signal that would be strong enough to cover 
the entire market area, which could lead to bidding wars for existing FM stations. 

Between AM to FM flips, and the need to get rid of an AM station before buying an FM station, to 
keep within the four-station limit, Canada will likely lose a lot of AM stations over the next year or 
two. 

Barry McLarnon’s Canada/US AM Station Info Search Page, also known as Topaz, has just changed 
hands and URLs. Tim Tromp is now running it at http://amdxer.com/ambe/ 

880 CKLQ MB Brandon - The CRTC is holding a virtual hearing on February 23 that will 
include the application by Pattison Media Ltd. to purchase three stations in Brandon 
from a local cooperative, Westman Radio. CKLQ-AM no longer has its own license, 
but is licensed as a rebroadcast transmitter of CKLOQ-FM, to avoid CRTC AM-FM 
simulcast regulations, instead creating an FM-AM simulcast. Pattison Media is 
owned by Jim Pattison, who began with CJOR-600 Vancouver in the 1960s, 
partnering with Ralph Cunningham. Both were major radio advertisers: Pattison for 
his car dealership and Cunningham for his pharmacy chain. 

1650 CKZW QC Montreal - Communications Média Evangélique (Gospel Media 
Communications) has been approved to purchase the station, in a CRTC decision 
that still refers to the station by its previous call letters, CJRS. Radio Chalom received 
$309,125 for the station.

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against Zwerling Broadcasting System, Ltd’s Conservative Talk 1080 KSCO Santa 
Cruz CA for operating against its licensed parameters. The FCC received complaints 
in 2016 and 2020 alleging the station had been operating at night with 1 kW non- 
directional for over thirty years as opposed to its licensed directional 5 kW. Zwerling 
had last applied for an STA to operate under those parameters in 1996. In response 
to the FCC, Zwirling told the FCC that “in the directional mode, the station loses 
coverage to a significant amount of its primary service area.” The station did apply 
for the STA again in early September, with the FCC rejecting it as the was no proper 
justification for the need to operate with an alternate antenna system and reduced 
power during nighttime hours and no engineering studies supplied to show that they 
facility would protect other co-channel and first adjacent stations. The fine comes as 
owner Michael Zwerling has placed the station up for sale on Craigslist. Zwerling is 
seeking $1.5 million for KSCO, its three translators 104.1 K281CA Santa Cruz, 95.7 
K239CN Watsonville, and 107.9 K300DD Watsonville, and 1340 KOMY La Selva 
Beach/Santa Cruz. He is seeking an additional $6 million for the 6.8 acres of the 
property hosting the station’s offices and three towers, otherwise, the buyers would 
pay $15,000 per month in rent. (via radioINSIGHT)

9/kHz split JBA carrier. DEC 15 0716 — Not detected. DEC 16 0730 — JBA carrier with heavy 
splash from 840 WHAS, presumably a regular music break during Coast-to-Coast AM. No 
other 9/kHz split TP or TA carriers detected. DEC 17 0732 — JBA carrier. [Hauser-OK] 

1098 MARSHALL ISLANDS V7AB Majuro DEC 11 0752 — The only 9/kHz split JBA carrier 
detectable, presumed V7AB, in the absence of any 846, presumably another silent Sunday on 
Kiritimati. [Hauser-OK] 

Transoceanic carrier search: DEC 15 0317 - Only 774 kHz, two beating 4 Hz apart, presumably Spain, 
and nothing on 684 kHz. Next check at 0715, still 774 and now JBA on 684 kHz. In mwoffsets, of the 
five RNEs on 774, the lowest was 773.9978 and the highest 774.0016, i.e. 3.8 Hz apart; others in 
between measured as long ago at 2015. DEC 17 0732 — Besides 846 Kiribati, q.v.: 855-two making slow 
beat about 1 Hz, likely Spain; 1098 slower beat about 32/minute = 0.53 Hz. At this late hour I would 
assume one be 25 kW, V7AB Marshall Islands; other maybe RNE5 Spain of which there are four 
ranging 5 to 25 kW, if not too late for 25 kW from Slovakia, where all MW is being turned off. And 
there are numerous further 1098 TPs, including a megawatt from somewhere in China. And one 
more JBA on 1107, likely Spain, of which there are five RNE5 ranging 10 to 25 kW. DEC 18 0743 — 
711, 882, 1215, but nothing on 846 as Kiritimati TP is usually silent Sundays; others likely TA, Western 
Sahara, Canary Islands, UK respectively. [Hauser-OK]

LUXEMBOURG: A reminder that RTL 234 kHz will close on 31 December. According to the 
station, “Faced with the energy crisis, energy sobriety actions were necessary.” [Mike Terry, 
Longwaveradiolistening iog via mediumwave.info] 

SLOVAKIA: RIVS is shutting down medium wave. The official statement from Rozhlas a 
televizia Slovenska appeared on the webpage www. rtvs.org. “On 31 December 2022, Radio and 
Television of Slovakia will end the operation of medium-wave radio transmitters at Kosice in the 
Cizatice location on a frequency of 702 kHz, and Nitra in the Jarok location on the frequency 1098 
kHz. Both transmitters were used to broadcast the national broadcast of Radio Patria between 6:00 
a.m. and 6:00 p.m. in the evening. In the night hours, it was supplemented by the broadcasting of the 
RTVS Radio Devin program service. Medium wave radio broadcasting accompanied its listeners for 
a long time — from 1926 to the present day... Medium wave broadcasting was gradually replaced by 
FM broadcasting in the VHF band and listeners on medium waves gradually decreased. Today, 
Slovak Radio is expanding its coverage in the T-DAB+ digital broadcasting standard in band III.”

The use of remote SDRs to receive the 
test is discouraged unless it is a receiver location that you have built and maintained specifically for 
DXing. If a remote SDR is used, you must disclose the location of the receiver and the name of the 
owner, if known. The remote receiver must be located at least 500 miles from WCGA.

Consumers are eager to cut the cord on their electronics charging devices, a trend that could soon 
benefit drivers of electric vehicles (EVs). 

HD Radio developer and licensing company Xperi is seeking to raise awareness about a potential 
new threat to AM radio broadcast reception: the proposed introduction of wireless power transfer 
systems for electric vehicle charging, or WPT-EV, that use switching frequencies that generate 
harmonics in the lower AM band. 

Xperi recently filed comments about this concern in response to a notice of inquiry at the FCC about 
radio receiver performance. It hopes to raise awareness and also believes its HD Radio technology 
can be of help.
